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ABSTRACT 

Recent Federal Court decisions have defined a 
prisoner's right to access to legal materials as an extension of his 
right of access to the courts. Correction administrators, recognizing 
the need for improvement of existing services, but unfamiliar with 
techniques and material requirements, have asked for help in meeting 
the new obligation* These guidelines are the results of a seminar 
(held in May 1972) of experts in the fields of law^ corrections and 
library science. Important items to be considered when planning 
library services are where to locate, what are staff requirements, 
should there be photocopying equipment and how will the service be 
financed. Appended to the guidelines are checklists for minimum and 
expanded collections and a directory, by state, of libraries offering 
service to prisoners. (Author/DH) 
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RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, recent court decisions mandating that indigent prisoners have ready 
access to the courts have supplied no guidelines as to how access should be provided; and 

WHEREAS, one method being tried to meet the mandate is the provision of legal reference materials 
for the use of inmates in preparing writs; and 

WHEREAS, during discussions at a recent Seminar on Legal Research Materials for Offenders held 
May 22-23, 1972, under the auspices of the American Correctional Association, concern was 
expressed by the participants that the attempts to meet the courts directive by the purchase of an 
adequate legal research collection would be a financial burden that not even the largest institution 
could afford, and that such attempts could threaten the integrity of funds now available for general 
library services; and 

WHEREAS, the American Correctional Association is aware of the value of strong institutional 
library programs that meet the needs of inmates and staff, and agrees with the concerns expressed by 
the seminar participants that the provisions of legal research materials to inmates should not weaken 
existing institutional library programs; 

NOW. THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS, TO WIT: 

1. That local jurisdictions should be the primary source of funds to supply legal research 
materials to prisoners. 

2. That in the event that local jurisdictions are unable to financially support programs to supply 
legal research materials to prisoners the first alternative source of funding should be the U.S. 
Department of Justice through LEAA or some other of its programs. 

3. That Library Services and Construction Act funds be used to supply legal research materials 
only if additional funds are appropriated specifically for this purpose.

A TOOL FOR CORRECTIONAL ADMINISTRATORS 



WHY LEGAL REFERENCE SERVICE 

( ouri deciMoiis jrc making it 4)bligat<)ry for depari- 
mcnts 1)1 corrcciions lo priwide indigent inmates with the 
same .iccess H) the courts that is available to more jlfluent 
mmaies. namelv through legal o)unse* and lawbooks.' No 
one solution lo meeting the requirements of the courts has 
been reci)m mended. Ixgal amnscl to be provided througli 
public defender systems or correctional department em- 
pli)>ed attorneys or througli para-prolessionals such as law 
school students and a law library staffed by librarians, 
civilian parj'professionals, volunteers and trained inmates 
arc essential in fulfil ling court mandates. 

The provision of legal reference service as a cou'^t 
requirement is new, important and higlily visible to large 
segments of concerned citi/ens. It should rank in priiirity 
for administrative attention with such basic services as 
medical treatment. 

Because of the many variables present hi correctional 
institutions, it would he impossible* »o devt lop one set of 
standards applicable to all. By stating some guidelines for 
creating satisfactory legal reference service and suggesting 
principles to be followed, it is hoped that correctional 
administrators will make provision for the best possible 
legal assistance (counsel and b(H)ks or other materials) from 
the viewpoint of indigent inmates and within the potential 
capacity of the institution. 

WHERE APPLICABLE 

The court decisions make no distinction between the 
si/e or character of institutions. This means that although 
an inmate finds himself in a small insUtution, whether 
awaiting trial or sentenced, he has the same right to access 
to the courts as an in.nate in a major institution. It also 
extends this right to juveniles although it is logical to 
conclude that those under 16 may not have the same use of 
legal reference materials as adults. 

LOCi^TING THE LAW LIBRARY 

The legal reference collection should be placed in an 
area generally accessible to all inmates where movement to 
and fr<mi living quarters can be provided at all times with a 
minimum of custodial or secu^tly supervision. The space 
provided .should be adequate to house the recommended 
collection of ma: :rials and allow for growth dunng a 
ten-year period (see Appendix A for space requirements). It 
should have good ventilation, good temperature control and

good ligliting. There should be at least one quiet area \ox 
confidential counseling, akhougli this area does not neces- 
sarily have to be within or adjacent to the institution 
library. 

It IS reconmiended that all library functions within the 
institution, including legal reference materials and service, 
be coordinated under a professional librarian with special 
training in audu)-visual and legal reference service. When the 
law library is not a special section (»f the institution library, 
it should be located in an adjacent area where supervision 
by one hbrary directi)r can effect economy of staff and 
provide for maximum use of para-prof cs.sionais civjians. 
c«)rrectn)nal officers, volunteers and inmate aides. 

PLANNING FOR SERVICE 

Whether the legal reference material is supervised and 
serviced by a professional librarian or a para-professional, 
provision should be made for continuous training of the 
library stafTso that there is built-in continuity. The training 
in legal reference work should be by law librarians, 
attorneys, or others qualified in this specialized subject. 

It is imperative that the law library be open and 
available Um use by all inmates a maximum number <)f 
hours per week. The co^t benefit of providing the legal 
materials and service will accrue in proportion to the use of 
the library by the inmates. 

The correctional administrator must determine what is 
essential in his institution to provide for maximum use of 
his library facilities. Ft)i a new institution the library can be 
so located that it is readily accessible with the least security 
staff required from all parts of the institution during 
daytime and evening hours as well as weekends. F<)r older 
institutions where such services were not planned, the 
administrator must consider alternatives available to pro- 
vide adequate legal reference services. He may find there is 
no space for it in the institution library or even near it. 
Some considerations he must be making are the following: 
Where to locate or relocate the law library*' What increases 
of staff are necessary? Will a nearby law library .staff take 
respimsibility for supervising the law library? In smaller 
institutit.ns w*ll this law library .staff select and train 
volunteers to work in the institution law library? Would a 
contract with a law library for legal reference service be 
feasible if telephone or computer terminal access were 
available in all separate areas of the institution? if a basic 
law collection is provided, should there be photo dupli- 
cating equipment to relieve congestion in the library and 
provide better service? Are there special grants to initiate 
such a law library service and if so how is continuance 
assured once the service is started*^ These are all essential 
factors in providing adequate legal reference service. 
Administrators must seek means to implement them or

Anothei aspect to ct>nsider is how many inmates will 
be dt>iMg iheir own research, how many will rely on 
wrii-wriiers or olhei legal para-professionals to prepare 
wriis for them, and how many have a court date set. Those 
ininates with a court date sei deserve all possible considera- 
tion such as release Irom work assignments, access \o law 
librarv beyond normal working day. funds to purchase 
photocopy needed, etc. Correctional administrators have 
li>und that the opportunity to do lesearch in a library is 
therapeutic and contributes toward rehabilitation and a 
paia-prolessional iob related to law. 

WHAT MATERIALS 

The court decisions that every correctional t'actlity 
which relains people eiiher on a pre-senience or senienced 
basis musi provide access lo ihe courts for all inmates have 
been interpreted to mean that both basic legal reference 
materials as well as legal counsel a'^c required. assisl 
adminisiraiois to "make iheir libraries realisiic research 
cenleis loi pnsonei sell-help" a Special Committee on Law 
Library Service to Prisoners. American Associaiion ol Law 
Lif)raries. bus prepaied I wo recommended col led ions of 
law books: Minimufn Col/cctUffi Jor Prison /.aw Libraries 
and l.xpamkd (oUvvtum Jor Prist ffi Law Libraries.

WHAT SERVICES 

In addilion lo ihe inslilulion law library .inmates nuist 
have access lo a large law librar\ able \o provide pliolo- 
copy, inierlibiaiy loan of materials and lelerence service. 
To assisl adminislralors and inmales. ihe Specul Com- 
miitee of A ALL has also prepaied a hst by stales ol the law 
libraries which will give service to inmates what types of 
service and on what basis (see Appendix B). Since niosl 
libraiies require ihal ihe cosi of pholocopy be borne by the 
requesier (ihe usual charge is KW per page) ii ct)uld be 
argued ihal ihis service be provided free to ihe indigent 
iniiKiie. A fund for such needs could be s..! up by a group 
of inieresied ciii/ens if ihe adniinisliaior is unable or 
wishes nol lo allow foi ihis fund in his budgei 

Alihtuigli II is anticipated that AALL will continue to 
mainiain and keep curreni iis "Minimum" and 'lixpanded*' 
lisis as well a:> the list t)f law libiaries which will serve 
inmates, correctional admimstratois should be alert to any 
cessation of service. Involving comiiutnity legal resources 
and personnel m the institution law library piogram is a 
good way to keep communication channels open in the 
legal and law library field. 

The potential use of microlorm for legal reference 
niaierials should be carefully considered. Although much of 
the law material presently available in microform consists 
of rare or esoteric items, there is reason it) hope and believe 
that current basic mateiials could be available if publishers 
were aware of the potential market. With the proper 
equipment for both reading niicrollche and making print- 
outs, there is the possibility of considerable economy and 
llexibility of the pri>grani. 

The future development of communications and infor- 
mation networks in the urea of legal bibliographic control is 
undei discussion and when iniplemented will have great 
implications for ciirrectional institutions. Although not 
mentioned specifically, the inmate clientele could benefit 
enormously. To quote Irom a paper prepared foi the 
CtMilerence on Interlibrary Communications and Inloi- 
mation Neiwoik held in September. 1*^70. Borgeson and 
IVeeman stated

ADDITIONAL CONCLUSIONS 

There weie othei discussions and lecommcndalions 
dealing solely with writ-wiiters. The sciiiinar gioup ludgcd 
wril-writcrs to be paia legal aides rather than law libraiy 
aides and lelt they had no authority to make rcconi- 
mendalions on this subject. The group agreed, however, 
that wnl-WMlers have an mipoiiant role m legal seivice. that 
they should be rccogni/ed as para legal aides and maintani

Introduction 

This booklet contains two lists ol books recommended lor prison law libraries. List One. a list ot law- 
books for a nimmium collection m a prison library is just that, a mmimum collection. In the opinion of ihis 
sub-coiiimittee. anything less than the colleciion in List One will be inadequate for the most basic legal 
research that might be done by a prisoner oi the type of '"jail-house lawyer" contemplated by the Supreme 
Court in Avery v. Johnson (3^3 U.S. 483. 8M Sup. Ct. 747). 

List Two is an expanded list lor a truly adequate prisoner law library and should sulllce for most legal 
research by prisoners. List Two contains only court decisions starting in h>50. It is strtmgly recommended 
that those institutions that can afford it purchase couit decisions starting with volume one of each set 

It may sometimes be necessir> for piisoner researchers to request books or photocopies of materials 
not included in their own libraries. In such cases ihey can find out HiicM law libraries wll assist them by 
consulting the directory , Atfii' Libraries Which Off rSemce To Prisoners, referred to below. 

We sincerely hope that prison administrators and others responsible fi^r law libraries in prisons will find 
these lists helpful in selecting materials that will make their libraries .eaHstic research centers for prisoner 
self-help. We recogni/e that self-help is merely an expedient substitute for the advice and assistance of legal 
counsel, but it seems to be a more attainable goal for tlie present. 

Assistance in obtaining materials listed herein, or legal publications generally, may be had by calling 
upon the law libiarians in each state, especially those at the libraries listed in Law Libraries Which Offer 
Service To Prisoners.
